This Council’s Last Meeting

The 30th Greenbelt City 
Council ended with a whimper 
rather than a bang as council 
considered various minor items 
at its October 23 meeting. 
Councilmembers were given 
the opportunity at the conclu- 
sion of the meeting to reflect 
on their time on the council. 
Council member J Davis began 
the meditations by noting how 
much she has liked hearing 
from citizens: “I’ve enjoyed 
talking to the constituents in 
the Co-op parking lot” and 
other places, she said. 
Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts was pleased with the 
council’s performance, saying, 
“I’m the kind of person who 
likes action. . . . I’m happy to 
see that the council has not 
dragged its feet.” 
Mayor ProTem Edward 
Putens singled out the city staff 
for praise. “I want to thank the 
staff because they have been so 
supportive,” he said. “Thank 
you for making our job easier.” 
Councilmember Thomas X, 
White said. that he was espe- 
cially pleased by the work 
which -had been done at 
Roosevelt Center and that he 
thought that Greenbelt could 
meet the challenges brought by 
the Community Center. He sug- 
gested that the new council 
“make an investment in inter- 
governmental partnership” with 
other levels of government, 
such as the county. 
Mayor Antoinette Bram con- 
cluded the council’s remarks by 
saying, “I want to thank each 


and every member of council 
for your cooperation at times 
and for your lack of coopera- 
tion at appropriate times.” City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs replied 
on behalf of the staff by say- 
ing, “I’ve seen a lot of councils 
and what I recognize and ap- 
preciate about the Greenbelt 
councils is the integrity and the 
competence of council... . Our 
job is made so much easier 
when we have a supportive 
council and I think that you 
have been that.” 


Potpourri 

Council conducted other 
business that night. 

—Ruth Crone and Ron 
Kirby of the Washington Metro- 
politan Council of Governments 
(COG) gave a presentation on 
that organization’s work.

Tales Out of l’Ecole: Greenbelt: 
Students Immersed in French 


by David Morse 
Someone is reading aloud to 
Noah Desch, a fifth grader and 


one of a number of Greenbelt 


students enrolled in the 
county’s nine-year-old French 
Immersion program, which now 
extends to four magnet schools 
and spans kindergarten to high 
school. In French. He is 
asked to translate. 

Without a moment’s hesita- 
tion and utterly without strain, 
as though he were merely re- 
peating a sentence in his_ native 
tongue, Noah turns what he has 
heard into flawless English. A 
sentence has been selected at 
random from--grand Dieu!--a 
French comic book: “Jl est 
frais mon poisson.” 

Noah’s ease contrasts with 
the fumbling labors you or I 
might have gone through in the 
“old school” of traditional lan- 
guage instruction (sometimes 
referred to as “drill and kill”): 
Find the subject. Find the 
verb. Substitute English 
words--oops! Forgot what they 
mean. Open the huge dictio- 


nary, flip through the pages, 
consider grammar, syntax... 

After much struggle, you 
look at your translation and see 
if it makes any sense. 

“It is fresh my fish.” 

What could that mean? 
Guesswork ensues. Perhaps a 
fellow is reassuring his pet fish 
that the food is not spoiled? 
No, no, no, that can’t be right. 

Hmm. Made a mistake back 
there. “J/” means “he,” not 
“it.” Try out a corrected trans- 
lation, 

“He is fresh my fish.” 

Perhaps a lady is informing 
her sweetheart about a rude fel- 
low that has insulted her? 
Groan. Things are looking 
worse all the time. Pain, said a 
philosopher, is the original 
teacher of mankind... If you 
flunk this course... oh, the 
pain-- 

Wait! It might be one of 
those pesky things that make a 
language juicy to the native- 
born and forbidding to the out- 
lander. Like “Time flies” or 
“Catch you later.” 


An idiom. From the Greek 
idios, “one’s own,” “pertaining 
to oneself--” 

Stop it! Shut the dictionary! 
Just do it! 

Like Noah. He immediately 
understood what was meant. 

My fish is fresh. | 

Noah, how did you do that? 

“When [’m in school, I think 
in French,” he says. 

Oh. That explains every- 
thing. 

But that’s precisely what to- 
tal language immersion pro- 
grams aim at, says Pat 
Barr-Harrison, supervisor of 


foreign language for the Prince 


Georges County Schools and 
one of the co-founders of the 
program. 

As is mandatory for all stu- 
dents in the program, Noah en- 
tered kindergarten at one of the 
program’s two elementary 
school sites--Greenbelt students 
attend Rogers Heights in 


Bladensburg--and from the day | 


he got there his teachers began 


speaking French to him. Yes.

Budget, Reserves Review . 
Sparks GHI Board Debate

At the November 2, GHI 
Board meeting, board members 
reviewed budget items and issues. 
The philosophy and principles of 
the Replacement Reserve Funds 
program were questioned and dis- 
sected. 


Replacement Reserves 

Board members, Jahoda and 
Levin, expressed concern that 
more replacement reserve funds 
are currently being spent than 
are being collected from mem- 
ber fees. Jahoda stated that the 
amount set aside for reserves 
should be increased this year. 
Levin remarked that GHI 
should collect what it spends; 
she recommended that this year 
GHI accrue as much funds as it 
spends. Ray Stevens indicated 
that the Board should not “drop 
off faith in management, GHI is 
not going to drop off the edge.” 
He noted that replacement re- 
serves are volatile and that ex- 
tra money should be given back 
to the members; “GHI should 
stick to the principles of gov- 
erning practice.” Nat 
Shinderman remarked, “GHI 
should be able to replace com- 
ponents and appliances that are 
routinely covered by the corpo- 
ration under the Perpetual Use 
Agreement without co-op fee 
increases. He continued by 
stating that the replacement re- 
serves program gives stability; 
GHI consults with a manage- 
ment firm to ensure that pro- 
jected reserve requirements are 
accrued in a manner which en- 
sures that future needs are_ad- 


“equately forecasted and ad- 


equate funds are set aside to 
meet them. Board members 
agreed to wait until the budget 
is reviewed in full prior to allo- 
cating reserves. 


Personnel Compensation 
Program 

General Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff has hired Avis King, a 
personnel management specialist, 
to study GHI’s personnel system 
and compensation program. She 
will review the existing programs 
and make recommendations to 
the general manager concerning, 
compensation, job descriptions, 
personnel policies, merit pay, sal- 
ary plans, etc. She will evaluate 
GHI’s pay scales with those of 
employees who work for property 
management companies and simi- 
lar firms that compete with GHI 
for the hiring of workers. Accord- 
ing to King, GHI provides sala- 
ries that are competitive in this 
area. The highest salary increase 
for GHI employees granted last 
year was four percent. 


GHI Budget for 1996 

The Board reviewed 
management’s budget request for 
operations. The proposed budget 
increase is at an overall rate of 
1.8 percent. This rate is below 
that of annual inflation. Nearly 
25% of members’ co-op fees are 
used for maintenance and im- 
provements. Over 20% of the 
operating budget goes to pay 
GHI employees’ salaries. Mem- 
bers’ charges. are reduced by 
$652,480 dollars as a result of 
income generated from boat, 
trailer, and garage rentals, interest 
income, contract processing, and 
net income to the Greenbelt De- 


velopment Corporation. The pro- 


posed administrative salaries bud- 
get includes an increase for the 
upgrade of a technical position to 
be a home inspector and for hir- 
ing of Human Resources person- 
nel. Additionally, a new part 
time position is being proposed in 
the Fiscal Department. Employees 
are paying 8.3% of their health 


insurance premiums. Additional 
funds were earmarked for staff 
training, marketing, and a 3% in- 
crease in fire and liability insur- 
ance premiums. Trash collection 
and recycling fees have increased 
at a rate of $2.25 per home, and 
the county has imposed a new 
solid waste charge upon GHI, as 
a whole, of $80,000. Currently, 
water heaters, ceiling and base- 
board heaters, and frame and ma- 
sonry porch roof replacements are 
being funded from the replace- 
ment reserves allocations. 

Board members took a keen

interest in the proposed budget. 
Bill Phelan commented that the 
operating budget should consider 
the extremely depressed housing 
market. An increase in fees 
would have a negative impact on 
property values within GHI. The 
general manager stated that if 
collections remained the same, at 
some future date there will be a 
requirement to substantially in- 
crease reserve funds. The pro- 
posed budget will continue to be 
reviewed and evaluated by the 
board at upcoming meetings.

Imagine. 

Barr-Harrison explains how it 
works. “Everything is very natural 
for children,” she says. They don’t 
come to language-learning with the 
Same preconceptions and rigid ex- 
pectations that most adults do. So 
the process of adjustment to the 
new situation, while not a breeze, 
is generally easier for them. 

Barr-Harrison says the pro- 
gram has been carefully crafted 
to present speech appropriate to 
the ages of the children. At the 
beginning, phrases common to 
five-year-olds are employed. Ob- 
jects and drawings are brought 
forth, handled, observed, talked 
about, sung about, and so forth. 
At first the children just listen. 

Gradually they are urged to 
use French for the most elemen- 
tal--yes, that includes going to 
the potty--needs. After a while-- 
and it takes time--the student’s 
“ear” begins to adjust. Out of the 
initial chaos of unfamiliar 
sounds, an order begins to 
emerge. When students start to 

“get it,” it seems to them that it 
“just happened.” They don’t 
even realize it. It’s not unlike 
what a child experiences when 
first learning to speak. 

This approach has been devel- 
oped and improved over several 
decades of practice and research. 
But experience showed that the 
“natural” method of just letting 
the bon temps roll required assis- 
tance by “art”: The children 
now also receive intensive in- 
struction in French “language 
arts” G.¢., grammar, 
syntax,spelling, etc.). They also 
‘receive such instruction from 
specialists in English beginning 
in the second grade. 

Another reason that it works 
is simple: Research shows that 
the longer one spends learning 
and using a language, the better 
one uses it and the longer one 
retains it. In an immersion pro- 
gram, one starts very early. And 
the kids use it for six hours a 
day from kindergarten through 
sixth grade. This sharpens other 
cognitive skills as well. Eventu- 
ally, says Barr-Harrison, most 
kids develop a native-like flu- 
ency. 

Noah is not quite there yet. 
But compare him to his dad, 
Michael Desch. Dad has studied 
French, too. And Latin. And 
Russian. He was gung-ho 
enough to study Russian on his 
own in high school. In fact, he 
became so serious about his for- 
mal studies of that language in 
graduate school that he once con- 
sidered a career as a scientific 
translator. 

Michael, do you remember 
any Russian? 

“Nyet.” 

Okay, he never actually said 
that. But sometimes poetry 
comes closer to the truth. All 
that sweaty pumping of linguistic 
iron, and then the sad 
dénouement: If you don’t use it, 
you lose it. (He has somehow 
adjusted to being a mere astrono- 
mer at Goddard Space Flight 
Center.) 

One thing Michael finds par- 
ticularly striking. Sometimes, 
when he’s discussing French 
phraseology with Noah, his son 
will correct him by saying, “You 
can’t say that, Dad. It doesn’t 
sound right.” 

That is how a fluent speaker 
assesses linguistic propriety: by a 
certain “sound” or “feel.” When 
you hear someone say, “Throw 
Momma from the train a kiss,” 


do you pause to consider the 
rules of syntax before you feel 


its peculiarity? 


Michael considers his son’s 
skill, shakes his head, and says, 
simply, “That’s amazing.” 

The son accepts his father’s 
awe silently, with serene confi- 
dence. 

This may be another 
byproduct of growing mastery of 
a second language, according to 
Rennie Mihalovic, another 
Greenbelter with children in the 
program. “Their own self-esteem 
goes up,” he says. “They know 
something their moms and dads 
don’t know.” : 

He recalls the time his son 
Luke hosted an exchange student 
from Quebec who spoke only 
French. “Luke translated for all 
the kids in the neighborhood. 
Their respect for Luke went up a 
great deal.” After an initial pe- 
riod of uncertainty, he says, 
“That’s when I knew this thing 
really did work.” Luke was in 
third grade at the time. 

Says Luke’s mom, “I have 
been very impressed by the 
teaching staff. They are a very 
dedicated and committed group 
of people.” Luke’s mom praises 
teachers elsewhere in the system 
too. She has a broad knowledge 
of the subject. If she didn’t, 
she’d be in hot water. For 
Luke’s mom, Suzanne Plogman, 
is the school board’s representa- 
tive for District 2 (which in- 
cludes Greenbelt). 

How’s that for a vote of con- 
fidence? 

Luke’s mom also has reassur- 
ing words for parents considering 
applying to enter their children 
(slots are awarded by lot) in the 
program: It has a future. Earlier 
this year, they might have had 
occasion to doubt. County Ex- 
ecutive Wayne Curry had pub- 
licly mused that perhaps the pro- 
gram should be eliminated to 
help the county balance its 
books. Says Plogman, “He used 
the issue to capture people’s at- 
tention.” 

Which it did. It also pro- 
duced thunderous howls of pro- 
test from parents, audiences be- 
fore public officials by students 
singing and chattering in French, 
and a-show of support from the 
school board. “He’ll probably 
think twice before he goes after 
that particular program [again],” 
says Plogman. 

Or, to quote Noah Desch, sort 
of, in a somewhat--okay, wildly-- 
different context, “If you don’t 
do your homework, you’re dead 
meat.” 

The French Immersion Pro- 
gram at Rogers Heights Elemen- 
tary School is holding its annual 
open house November 13-15

The Holiday Inn, 7200 
Hanover Dr., was the scene for 
an armed robbery on Friday, 
Oct. 28. Witnesses reported 
two men entered the lobby of 
the hotel, entered and exited an 
elevator, and then approached 
the check-in desk.

The suspect fired one round to- . 


wards the ceiling. The second 
suspect wielded a can of mace 
during the robbery. After re- 
ceiving money from the desk 
clerk, the suspects left the hotel 
through the front lobby doors 
and fled the area in a dark col- 
ored four-door car. The sus- 
pects are described as: 1) a 
black male in his twenties, 6° 
tall, a heavy build, black hair, 
wearing a knee length coat and 
a white hockey mask; 2) a 
black male in this twenties, 
5°5", heavy build, black hair, 
wearing a jean jacket, light col- 
ored blue jeans and black tennis 
shoes. 

Another armed robbery oc- 
curred in the 7100 block of 
Greenbelt Rd., on Saturday, 
Oct. 29. The victim was riding 
a bicycle when a vehicle pulled 
alongside and one of three oc- 
cupants asked for directions, 
As the victim continued riding 
east on Greenbelt Rd., the ve- 
hicle drove past him and 
stopped. Two of the suspects 
got out, approached the victim 
on foot and demanded money. 
The victim was forced into a 
nearby wooded area where one 
of the suspects produced a 
handgun. The victim gave the 
suspects his money and then 


was sexually assaulted by the 


suspects. The three suspects 
fled the area in the vehicle in 
an unknown direction. The sus- 
pects are described as: 1) a 
black male, about 25 years old, 
bald, a muscular build, wearing 
a yellow shirt and black boots; 
2) a black male, about 25 years 
old, medium build, wearing a 
black gym suit; 3) a black male 
with no further description. 


A 13-year-old Greenbelt resi- 
dent was the victim of an at- 
tempted armed robbery in the 
area of Research and Ridge 
Roads on Tuesday, Oct 31. 
While the victim was ‘trick or 
treating’ she was approached by 
the two suspects, who de- 
manded her bag of candy. 
When the victim refused, one 
of the suspects produced a BB 
gun. As the victim turned and 
ran, the suspect fired a shot 
striking the victim in the back. 
Both suspects fled the area in 
an unknown direction. The vic- 
tim sustained a small welt on 
her back and did not require 
medical attention. The sus- 
pects are described as: 1) a 
black male, 14 to 16 years old, 
black hair, wearing a camou- 
flage hat and dark clothing; 2) 
a white male, 14 to 16 years 
old, wearing dark clothing. 

An officer patrolling the 
5800 block of Cherrywood 
Lane on Thursday, Nov. 2, 
stopped a vehicle for a traffic 
violation. A passenger in the 
vehicle, a 30-year-old non-resi- 
dent woman, was found to be 
in possession of a pipe com- 
monly used to smoke ‘crack’ 
cocaine and rolling papers. 
The woman was arrested, 
charged with possession of 
paraphernalia, and released on 
citation pending trial. 

The School Resource Officer 
responded to a report of a dis- 
orderly student on Thursday, 
Nov. 2 at Eleanor Roosevelt 
Senior High School. The of- 
ficer was advised an electronic 
pager was found during an ad- 
ministrative search of the sus- 
pect. The 18-year-old resident 
was charged with possession of 
a pager on school property and 
released on citation pending 
school administration action.
